Hifi manners were mo6t cordial and kind, and 
nncer his blutf exterior beat a heart, warm, 
c redulous, and cunt ding. He would rail at the 
wcrld's wickedness, and be conddent of his 
own jiowerB to deUct and punish hyfiocrites 
and evil doers — thei the next moment hU lA^t 
live dollars wculd be ijuietly abstracted from 
his U'o- willing poctet by the first rogue who 
wished it — or he coild patiently Usiening to 
seme man or woQKQ trying to impose npon 
him; be half conscUus of the fact, and yet so 
forrv for the sinner :hat his valuable time would 
De wasted uncompUiiiingly in their service. ; 

I enjoyed exceedingly, of course, tho even- 
ings that be passec with me. Wrapped in his 
big overcoat, of which I hatitened to di^emba^- 
raes him, be was acarcely .^ated before some 
(lUbint saying, soma lively comment, would be 
the opening of the ball. 

LUc was not bright for him. He had toiled all 
his days to find p<vtrty too near and threaten-

“Wrenp, wrong, my dear child,” said the 
Governor. ‘ Tun ought to have tied up your 
lace in a Irown of indignation, and have dmoan 
ced every one ot your townspeople ana friends 
as monsieiB of iniquity, .ri|>e lor tbe rope.

CoxNEcnccT Tohacco.— .C oavkSTioN or To- 
r.AO'Q Geiiwkius at EARxroKD.— The annual 
meeting of the Cannecticut Tobacco-Growers’ 
.Association was held in Hartford on Wednes- 
cay. The cc mmittee appointed at a previous 
mi'eticg, held a few weeks ago, tu confer with 
the United States Revenue Commissioners, 
repcr.ed that they had been courteously received 
by the commission, and every facility tor tbe 
importation of their views wibi afforded. They 
aud, that of tbeir own number, and tbe sever- 
al tobacco manufacturers who also weut be- 
fore the cummbsiou, only one was In favor of 
rvEOving the present tax from t'ae mauufac- 
lureiB and putting it ou tbe leaf. 

The committee apixtinled to distribute circu- 
lars for membership of the association reported 
that the same had been well circulated among 
the fai mere of the State. 

Mr. J. M Filiey, ol Bloomfield, said there 
was sot more than half or two-thirds of toe 
Ucoal quantity set « nt. The crop was very 
l>otir. Tie tob'icco wus of a poor color. Tne 
t t'ficco in his vicinily is usually very good. 
The tobacco that was cut and hung up lu the 
U p ot hi- tobacco hon.-e was the worst in color. 

Mr. A. Sidney Ha'.deti, of Windsor, said that 
the crop In hLs section was not much defici'.nt 
it' quaniiu from pre\I >us years. Tee color of 
tl e tobacco, however, was hot a« good os (or- 
uerly. This, in kls opinion, was owing to the 
conti'eued drought during the summer months, 
ihe crop wou’d also fail short iu weight. 

>!r. If. M. Btnctofi explained some of tbe 
causes that produced the variegated colors of 
nd>acco. Land that Is of a sandy nViurs dees 
not give a lull growth tt> the plant or go d 
I ' dor. The want of damp weather while cur- 
ing was another cause In 6>>me cases the soil 
was UK> wet, and itie [diui* grew too slow at 
lirst We would then have a dry spell, and tne 
p aiit-i wonld glow well. The plants we:e 
iLtiimee chetkud in their growin, from top- 
p.tg. The tobueco suirid in the top of the 
sheds w as the best in color, because it was better 
Ul ill* growth. 

The comniiitce on resolutions reported the 
followiug: 

JksJrt'l, That we are, from our past c-xperl- 
tnce, and frt m oil! dal reports in rocird to the 
I i>eiaUon of the p.reseut tax on the various 
kinds of manufactured tobacco, quite satisfied 
that any material i-hange in said law would be 
bidh injurious to the producer, and, couseqieat- 
1> , to the revenue of the governmciit. and that 
»e feel it to be our c'utv which we owe alike to 
ourselves and tire government under which 
we live, to rc*sist hy alt proper means, a change 
i of the tax from tie m^nufaetdred ariicie to the 
raw niateriai. 

Rifi'lr.d, That wc deemthh Tob'icco Growers’ 
Aseocialitm a very important me,>ns ol advanc- 
iCi. onr tn*lnees. and improving aud aagmi-n- 
ting the value of the tobacco crop, as well as 
protecting ttis 'mporUnt branch of agrlcal- 
lurt £ f ni any iejurious or unjupt leg’^Ialioa. 

The president eaid that he was one of tbe 
cr-mmittee appoitted a year ago to proceed to 
V. tfhiCLtt n and confer with our repreteuia- 
lives in regard to the tax on tobacco. He ba- 
I cved if it h: d Lctbceu for the perbistenl etfine 
ol ibecorumilUe before our representatives, 
that tbe tax would have been transferred to the 
.eat ir s’ead of itrcmsinlBg where it was Our 
reiue.seDtativt8, be said, were ready and wllang 
10 receive snd ciio'er with their constituen's in 
rt gard to the rigits of ihe toba.?co growers of 
Connecticut. The farmers ought to see to it 
that their lights and interests are protected. 

He said it was s fillacioiis Idea that a tax 
m>cn the leaf would inci'ease the revenue. 
Three-fourths of ;he crop raised is exported 
Oce-fonrih pays the whole tax. The whole 
trop must be warehoused. There was no een.se 
f r justice in haupering tr.ade to gratify auv 
cl qne. 

The resolntiors were nnauim^usly adopted. 
The following rtscluUon was theu’inU'oduccd 
aid adoptf^d UDanlmously: 

Jlsn'red, That tbe oflicere of the Conncc'.lcut 
Ti bacco Growers’ Association be appointed a 
« lumlt'ee to confer with our members of Con. 
Kress in regard to the tax on the tobacco leaf, 
W eectesary, to call another meeting. 

Tlir convention then adjurned to meet on the 
I first ttedn^ay of March.

There seems to be a general and growing de- 
sire III the minds ul the true Uc'On men of the 
State for a coDvenlioc, wfficb, now that tbe 
only caose of a difference < f opinion, as be- 
twci n tl eui is removed, shall, in a patriotic spH', 
einncht) tbe princip'es and policy to whi.h 
tbe Union party propuees to adhere, both In 
respect to tbeir dnty in giving a hearty snopurt 
to He Administration of President' Johusor, 
and In regard to various questions that wi l 
soon, as they ha\e already, to some extent, agi- 
ta'ed the public mind. We see no g'jod reason 
why such a convention should not be 
called On the contrary, we regard the 
movement with favor. The lime for hoot- 
ing at men who voted for the Constilu- 
tional Amendment as “Abolition! ^ts” has gone 
by.

What, then, is to binder men who have been 
agreed up'on all things else, from coalescing 
snd laborirg together bannonionsly for the 
common weal of tbeir common country? No- 
t'l'i g at ail. They ought to do so — in fact, we 
litlieve there will urLe a nccruity for their d >• 
irg eo, unless thev intend to salTer Imp^.-sslon 
to go forth that all their profe*.sions of Union- 
Irm, made heretofore, were hypocritical. Tne 
Union i>arty should see to it, that the political 
power of the Slate D kep>t in the b inds of mvn 
w bo Lave saved the Stat^ from the Infimy of 
having |t ngaged in tbe rebellion; and that its 
honors and emoluments are bestowed upon 
those whose voices have always beeu rai*el for 
“men and money" to put down the rebellion;

LIVES OF CICERO— TTIE OLD AND TUE 
NEW. 

nree Meivraphiw of Cleern are now acce«l. 
bic to the EoKlu-h reader Tbe first U Fiu- 
ta'rb’f. in thcee Live, of tbe anelen'. w^rthle* 
which trery to'erahlv well-educated bay Is 8up- 
rc^pd to hsTc read ard admind. The recind 
ia Middleten'a. whli’h le.vncd acholars have 
dec ired it a bard but inevihabie rocevity to 
wtide Ihroneb. however tcdlona the task mieht 
ptc.Te. The third, Forgvth’s, is rcarcelv ret 
known cltber to the ftndent or the retdinE 
world, but will bp proconneed bv both to be by 
tar tbe Wst ard moot readable of the three. 
Irdced. If will be rafeerapd quite a lively and 
putert.inirg: book, if it is compared with mod- 
em broke of its kind, -s f.'C example with 
Ptior’s Life of Burke, or Wirt's Life of Patrick 
Iletiry. 

Tl e dilTcrpr.ce between tVese three Lives of 
Cicero L« snfncientlv obvious. Plnt.arch writes 
like ore of the stately ancients. forst»telr an- 
cirrt readern. dressine out bis hero in the m'»^t 
imposii g and Eoreeous robe». and eettinE him 
off to tbe preatesf or the least advantaie. ac- 
cordirg to the antique standard of (greatness or 
Kordness. Middlehin writoa like a modem 
t>rdant. for all who devoutly believe that the 
best of the sncienls were a sort of inspired 
sBpes who were lofiler in their aims, more 
sscacions in their IjndirmcniA. more sp'en- 
did in tbe'r achlevementa, fiian the 
notOcst of tbe modems, and that their lllo-arv 
i'rcdnctincs are l>cvotid all compari»on superior 
to the preatest of modern compoeitiona. both 
in th'neht and laneuave. Fontvth writes more 
like a lawaerard a man of tbe world, by no 
tpeans divested of eome ot the traditional asao- 
cl.atlons. Inherited from Plutarch and Ml ldle- 
lon, but with tbe definite defiifn to trv C'cero 
hr a human standard, and to exhibit him as a 
man. with the frailties of our straneelv ansorfed 
bnmnnitv, of which the most admirable erett- 
ness is often aser<>lated with contemptible little- 
ness. and tbe most divlrc eoodness is debas^ 
with weak foible* if nrit with exceptional sins 
.Any person who has read the recent histories 
and bbtorlc lives of the ancient world, must 
have been impressed with their incomparable 
snperlority to those written a haif-cenfnrv ago 
and earlier. Grote’s History of Greece makes 
a dififerent Impression from 'the hard and un- 
readable Gilues, or the tawdry and affected, but 
weli-Irtentloned RolHn. Niebnhr. Arnold, and 
Mlravalc make the story of Rome glow with a 
freshness and brilliancy which we st>ek for in 
vain in Hook and FerBuson. The History of Chris- 
tianity. itic'ndlnB tbe I/fs of its Divine Fonnder, 
is oTte thine as recorded hv Milner. >f>sheim, 
and Jrremy Tavlor and quite another as made 
rsal snd livire bv Miiman snd Neandsr. The 
difference ie In part owinif to the difference ol 
the suthoTS themselves in respect of srenins ind 
power: but this is bv no means its compiets ex- 
pianation. We feel that the conception of hls- 
torv on the part of the authors was formerly 
very different from what it now is. and tbit the 
means at hand for realizinT this better ideal are 
sow far more available and .abundant than they 
or ce were. How this should be po-sibie, does 
not srperst itself al fust theuBht The inquiry 
is rot without Interest, Whv and how It hap- 
fircs that the history and bloBraphy especially 
•if tbe ancients are written so much better at 
tbe present time than at anv former period. 
Tl e consideration of it mav also involve some 
u=e<nl ibonrhts as to the .alms and spirit with 
which both shon’d be interpreted and read. In 
answer to this Inquiry, we oh-^erve: 

1 Tbst tbe KeoLTaply of the errantries 
which were the scenes of these histories and 
lives ie far belter kmwn now than formerly. 
The knowledpc of geoBraphy is tbe ouiUce and 
frime within which the s enes of tht»p.aslare 
to lie painted to the eye of the mind To 
know wbete a i>er8on w’as born or an action 
was performed, often enables ns to understand 
tbe character of the person, or the relation of 
tbe event to many others which else would be 
inexplicat le. It also helps th« wrirer to feel 
Ibe reality and to apprehend the force of facts 
and statemerts which, except as seen In their 
place, would be only dimly and vaenely con- 
ceived— which would be only half-beiieVed as 
real t e*. or of which the pertinency, thebeantv, 
ard tbe meanine would fail aUoijether to be 
appreciated. The rise of the grand old empires, 
whose cleantlc shadows still brood so mvsteri- 
onsly over the territory that stretches eastward 
frr m I’aieetine, can scarcely be understood at 
all fill we master the ereat river, 
courses, on wh' se lich alloyia’s their 

capitals were built, the many adjacent 
sea* and desert*, which explain the wealth 
from ore* and gems and com and wine 
l)V which they became the marts and pathways 
of enrichine commerce, and themonniain sys- 
tems, which surrounded them with w,ails f>r de- 
fense, cr opened pateways for traffic and con- 
quest, alonE whose inacceasihie helithts their 
deities were conceived to dwell. E'vpt can 
never be understood In its tearainir, its rellElon, 
or its conquests, without the careful cxplora- 
llon of that fertile valley which was nourished 
from tbe my*leriou« river whose source and 
resmlar floods have till lately alike baffl si all 
attempts at explanation. Greece, with Us man- 
ifold developments, its varied and often chan<- 
Irtt politics, its fierce wars It* network of eolo- 
nie*. it* wealth rapidly acquired and iavlshly 
expended, if* art so wondronsly Rtlmulatcd to 
such splendid reenlls. its literature and lan- 
truoBe which are worthy to be studied for all 
time — Greece can neither be appreciate! nor 
understood till we su-vey Its seas. Us coasts, 
Us beantifnb Isi.ands, Us clond-vlslted mountains, 
I'B adjacent orient it' once mysterious and honnd- 
1«BS ocean, St retchinE from the bine 3vmp’e2idea 
that opened into the dark and stormy sea, to 
the western pates, the unknown and immense 
void whitber the Imssrination scarcely dared to 
jicnetraie Imperial Rome, too. cannot be ap- 
preciated In Us steady hut certain march to the 
world’s dominion, except as we stndv first the 
Tiber and it« near parishes; then the northern 
E rnrla and the sonthern Sicily; then the re- 
moter Gauls, on either side the Alp?; then the 
wealthy rival on the sonthern and oppo-ite 
shore, the Cartbaze of which scarcely a trace 
row remalr''; th*n tbe we?‘.ern Spain, the e.a«t- 
sra -kebaia, the Dtda remote and inhospitable, 
tbe niTslprlonsTCtdcapisrd Jndea, the luxurious 
EBvp.t. the far-distant Parthia, and Britain, “to- 
tally fevered from all the world beside.’’ scirce- 
!v worth cocqnerine. and yrt necersan’ to be 
crrqncrcd to complete the diadem of U me's 
treat emperor. 

It will be readily seen tka* some knowledge 
rf Bcoeraphy is es-erilial to the intcUiEcnt eora- 
p.'sltion and readinE '".f bii«tor> ; but it will not 
he at once apprcelatcd how tbe more exact and 
eeitaln prosfcuiion of treog'-aphical research 
bas clven creatcr precision and vitaUtv lo the 
more rrcent histories of the ancient world. The 
Nst illustration of this can be f •und by r-flect- 
irc frr a mora-nt on the materials for our own 
nation’s history for which we h we been lately 
accnmnlntinr in such splendid proportions and 
with such maBtiificent results. Every one who 
hns read tbe most sklllfullv written descriptions 
of tbe declfive battles and t'’e maEniflcent 
marches of the war, has felt that it is only bv 
sctinif with hit own ejTs .Antietam. (lot'.vshnrE, 

: > d Cbancellor ville, orClji::kainauFs, Lookout 
Vcurt'.'n. and Atlanta, that he c uid tally ap- 
fiedat'' tbe ('escriptlns of the “vents recorded 
tiv the most eraphlc letter-writers, and be al)le 
to cr.rrcct the errors and exareerations of th so 
I who have falsified or dptorted the truth. This 
I i» precisely the advantaEe which eeoifraphlcU 
I fcsearch hss rfndtrcd to hUtorv. It has 
I (nablro its writers to nnderstand tlioiuoan- 
I ire of many facts which wore before un- 
I iniciliclble. to “or”ect errors bv showinit that 
ceit-aln statement, could not pDss’bly be true, 
to « nter fullv into tUc spirit of narrations iy 
stsndlnc in tbe i)lace of e.ve-wUnes.ses and look- 
ins: throuBb their eve.s — in a word, it has ena- 
bled ib« m to do justice to recorded facts by re- 
en.acUrB them befere tbe imaBlnatlon on the 
very spot wbf re they were transacted. Lot any 
jier’sfra read Stanley's GeoBraphv of I’alesline 
and EBypt. as it illnstrates the hlalorv of both 
tbeee cc nntries. or Thomson’s The Land and 
The Bof.k or Wordsworh’s Gitc*, or Uiw 
linson's Herodotus, and he will see and feci bow 
great is this advantsee. 

2. The modem historian has ampler mate- 
rials In the richer and fuller kuow1< dze of what 
\et remains of antiquity. The coln-i that have 
l««n gathered and excavated a* they Ulu.strate 
and yivify dates, the insciipiions that have been 
discovered in Eirt pt, Greece, and Assyria — ■■ in- 
gle ore* opening a new look upon a vast and 
linsy arena of ancient life — the wonderful dU- 
coverie* of buried ntensils, tombs, habitations, 
shops, goods, rrraments, articles of apparel, 
with paintings Ulu^tratine the tastes aud un- 
covering the crimes of other times, vieldei by 
tbe excavations of Pompeii- the sUlf enryiviog 
ruins cf bnildirgs. tombs, and aqnedncts, have 
brought many things within tbe comprehen- 
sion tff modern historians which were wholly 
lemovcd from the knowledge or even the con- 
jeclnree of their predecessors. 

3 Modem historians are far more critical in 
their judgment of facts and staU*ments They 
have divested themselves of that credulona 
spliit which wa* inspired hya vague admiration 
of everything which the ancients were leported 
to have said nr done At first, all or nearly all 
was felievid wLith Herodotus and Livy re- 
entded. finch was the anxiety to know some, 
thing of the eariiest tim<e, and such the dl«po- 
eiiion lo believe every story that was written by 
an accredited writer in tbe Latin or Greek Un- 
gnage, that almost every st.atement which such 
writers reported wa* deemed worthy to be copied 
and preserved as true Even those stories of the 
interpts'tlon ol the gods, which were plainly 
false, we'e rei'eaU-d with no attempt to ascer- 
tain bow much or little truth they contained. 
Every statement not plainly contradict^ by 
another writer of f(|ual credit, every date and 
I umlrer not incunrUtent with some other re- 
ported enmber and date, cvety extraordinaoy 
fUry of superhuman bravery br virtue, were 
taken wilbont suspicion of the possibility of 
unintectional exaggeration or intentional false- 
Irord. Or if these representatinDS are a little 
too sweeping, it is certainly within bounds to 
say that the dlspoeition to believe and to won- 
der quite overbore the dispobilion to dUtrust 
and to criticise. 

This is all changed. Tbe ancient historians 
are cow silted acd subjected to scruUay. The 
writers of hisUiry have come to the conviction 
that ardent writers might tell large stories, 
under tbe same ir.fluerces under which mod rn 
writers do tbe same. They remember, 
too, that much of the material* with 
which the earliest wiiu-rs had to do was 
tradition and rumor oidv; so that if the 
writete inUnded to be bon^t. they ba! not tbe 
mrans to separate the tra'e from the false, the 
i niy stated from the over- stated. They are 
awar». also, that many rf tire ancient tradi- 
tions were invented by priests and ruieiM for the 
fake of ineressing tbeir own Inllafnce, and 
Ii at exaggerated or ficlilicus «torii-s were espe- 
c!:illy vrateful to tbe common people, because 
Ibe.' Ilatieied the vsnitv ot each nation, hv the 
iT''Sl (Xtravagsnt rcpreseijta'lonsof their noble 
tr.'g!i>, and iLeir dcccrt ol the cs;>ecial triend- 



sMp of tutd ry deit'es. Th'^v have even dis- 
lOverrd ibut an cl! lent hi--for!an or i.i rgrapher 
in'ght write in the inieiest of a particular party 
or set of opiFious os well a* a modern wri*er, 
and that, if be did so, he wonid be just as like- 
ly to snppresF what made against his own party 
atd make the most of what wa* favorahU) If 
tbe Eroiicror Natraieon the Third has written 
a hltiory of Jolins Cc.^ar in order to weave 
into it an arrniT'irt for hl« own n«u”pa- 
ticn, theu Julius Cur-ar or Plutarch might 
hrve 1 een t’aitd a? much or more bv similar 
P'ltisan or penor.al intlnences. The coa- 
si quti.ee is. that a modern writer of the .acflont 
tinvss Is “now nothing If h* is not critical ’’ 
That this tendency las been pusht-d to an ex- 
travatant snd dc.Hrtictlve exireirre, i* no more 
I ban we h.ad reason to expect. But the abuse 
irovis nothieg against it* legliimate apftlloa- 
ticn. Nor dees it diminish aught from the im- 
mense K'tvice which it has rendered in the trans- 
formation of all modern histiory. TliLs spirit 
has not b<i n cont r.t with sn’hjccting facts 
and dates to Its scrurinv. It has Ix en appliwl 
lo ether and more Injpurtsnt m-.tters. We 
r.tirer 

4. The erilital txamiralion of the poUiie.al 
Institnticts cf the sn-.knts av anM'avr fciture 
of the modern school. The lime wj.s wht n the 
ret'Uiilics of Greece and Rome were the theme 
of praise in every school-lrav’s iii'-mth. The r 
corrliiniloES were snppiscd to be the 
prrdnrts direct inspiration. Their loa- 

Inres were studied as tmlrodylng the pcriec- 
t'op of l.umun wisdt m. fiolon and Nutna were 
lielieved to have been cal Id to the 

spcc'al function of being lcgi.«lator-i for 
ideal states. Ths division and balancing of 
power, by means of clashes and order? aui >rg 
rich and poor, the security against corruption, 
the ircnlcaticn of patriotic devotioo, th* cdu- 
c.ation'of tbe free citizen, the ideui of the per'oet 
magistrate, the freedom of puMic spc-x'li, Iho 
participation of the people in political |x»wcr. 
were all thought to be a* near perfection as any 
human institutioas could attain, and wi:rc 
s'ndifst with the profonndest admiration. The 
d< feet* of these ine titutlons were scarcely con- 
sidered or recognised. Inder-d, it was e-te-eini-d 
almost presumptixma to suggrasl that they wore 
in tbe least defective. The admiration for the 
sntiert polilie* was so nnd’seriminating a* 
sccrcely to be aw.r* of material diffcirmicos ho- 
tween one of the ancient republics and another. 
Tbe ccustltutif Esof modem States were i)rai ml 
or Mamed according to their greater or lees 
conformity to tiie old republics. 

Very different views now prevail in ro- 
rtsi ect to the piop<er inodes of judging the 
iralitlcal systems of tbe ancient*, aud la 
r spect to the result* of such judgment*. 
Instead ol trying the modem ii dltle* with ail 
these defects' which are manifest at a nearer 
view, by the anelect systems which are glorified 
lo tl e imagination by their very remoteness, 
the writers of bi.itorv now judge of ancient 
through the practical workings of modern 
Stetes Tbe grest aseembly of the iKJOpIe at 
A'htrs is now judged by what hapjien* occa- 
sicrallv St llie surglrg gstherlnga of Faneuil 
Hall or Union Park. The Roman S mate is not 
r.f.w Irelievr d to have leen on the whole more 
hapi il> constUuted, or lo have enrolled purer 
psiiiots or exclii'*H barer consiilrators an! 
dimagogues, than Eugiish or American parha- 
mr nts. 

.'■> The ro> ial *n 1 domestic life of the ancients 
is lar more iEtimatelv known .and in re fairly 
jufted l)V the recent than hv ilitcariier histori- 
ans. T'liC discoveries at Pempt li. a* W'.U ne the 
I xcavstion of remains and ruin.* all over the 
ancient wf.rld. have en’lihd us to understand 
mere ct inpl* telv how tbe anclcnlslived i.i their 
bcuscs. rf dined at their nie-'s, reeivel and 
er.t* rinii ed ilielr viriiors. tiavch'd upon their 
jrumevs. and slept in thdr U d* The more 
caiefnl consideration of all the cisnal noti”e* 
in their literature, with the aid of those illus- 
trotioiis, have coctrihu'ed to the m>re exact 
srd vivid reproduction of ancl'-nt life in 
sf clfly and at home. The manner* of 
ail clsivc* in thdr mu’ual in'o, -course 
are now prit'y well nnderftooi The 
relations of parent to child, of master to 
sr rvnnt, of patron to client, of rich to poor, of 
tbe high-hom and high-placed to the low-b irn 
acd the depressed, are caitable of being far 
more I'erfectly and freshly imagined than ever 
I* fore We can now see the merchant at his 
shop, the mfchanie and farmer at their labor, 
the rich at thdr feasts, the populace al their 
Dinnsements, the judge at his tribunaL the ad- 
vocate at the bar, and the orator at the Pnvx 
orintbeForam. By these means ancient life 
at home and a’-ro ad hA* become vastly more 
real to us. as wdl a.* more fresh and Intererting, 
while our capacity to judge it more fairly is im- 
meaMirably increreeJ. 

r. We study the ancients, as individual*, far 
more intimately, and judge of them more cor- 
rectly. It was formerly the cose, that the great 
men r f autiquity-filled the eve and occupied the 
imagination aa something heroic and statu- 
s* quo. Whether virtuous or vicious, they stalked 
helore ns as imiKislng shadows, VAst in their 
proportions, dire in thdr outline, too lofty for 
enr familiar knowledge, too stately for intimate 
acquaintance, and too solemn to suffer a critical 
srru'.lny. In shorL they were not human be- 
ings, but ac'nr*. always apcarently conscious 
of^daviug a part, and moved by the proprie'le* 
or necesii ies r f some great occasion The blind 
admiration with which the great writers and 
the great men of antiquity were regarded for 
so many generations by modern readers and 
'vrltets cf history, is easily accounted, for. 
-Alter tbe revival of letters, when the Greek lan- 
Bnagn began to be studied and the great think- 
ers snd poets In that language were rea! and 
pondered; when, too, tbe classic writers in Latin 
one after another came to light and were critic- 
ally studied, the devotees ol aficient letters ware 
so struck with the beauty and perfection of the 
form with which the writings of the ancients 
are invested, as well as with the dignity snd 
justnrss of the matter which they containcl, 
that they had room for no sentiment far every 
thing classic save that of ind!.scriminate rever. 
ence, reaching almost to idolatry. So far was 
this carried, that Christianity itself, then so 
sadly debased by snt>erstituUon and ascetic 
rigor, scarcely survived the comiretition which 
it was forced to sustain with the more polUhed 
writers, the impesieg philosophies and stately 
heroisms which abound in classic literatuiie 
and ancient history. The great achievements 
r nd the great ss'lng* aad writings of tha an- 
cient world invesUsi the men themselves wi'.h a 
eni erhnroan grandeur which removed Ibe-n 
from our familiar acquaintance, and rendered 
it tbsoinic’y Impcssiule to study them as in- 
vldual men. 

It 1* to l>e n'tired, also, that lbs an- 
c-'er.t liinoriars i-nd biographers thought 
it altogether h"’ow th.idr own dignity to 

• xbiiblt iLcir hi ro« s in any other than "the m -t 
s'ately otliiudes, or excii'C a? invented wiih iiu 
po-ing drojierv. Their great men are alwvs 
upon their dignity. They n^ver appsar iu un- 
dress. Even the jests which nre recorded of 
them have a certe-.in S'-Iemn eeveritv, a grim 
cipnity, which remind* ns more of the hideous 
dhlort’ons ol a ma.-k than of the hearty laugh- 
ter or tbe rogul-=h twinkle of an honest huinan 
face. 

But the students of ancient life have gradual- 
ly learned to look at its great m-n wiiu other 
f( clings than those of blinding admiration, and 
ihroogh other eve? than thof.e of ancient story- 
leiluB. It is F.ol often, Indccti. that tliey have 
the means at h.and to firm an intim-ate ac- 
iinointacce with an individual as such The 
verj- methods after which tbe ancient writers 
described tte> heroes makes this in many ca-tes 
imprs'iWe The writings of hnt tew di*clo e 
iheir actual sent' ments and motives with suf- 
ficient mlnntencvs to convev the impres.sion of 
•he iEdivldual man. There are a few excep- 
tli 1 ) 8 . Cicero bA? revea’e! his utmost so'tl iu 
his rninerous letters to his family and his 
frirnds. and in them we seedeulcied the motives 
and ptinciplcA, the hopes and fear*, the alms 
and aspi-atlons, the strength atd the weakness 
ot a great and gocnl man, according to the an- 
lient standard, as formed by ancient life, as 
Haired by ancient eoncallon, as sustaiae! by 
the ancient philosophy and the ancient faith. 
It is very rare even that a modern corre'pond- 
«nt writ-s so freely and so copiously as Cicero 
has done crnccml’ng hia inner self. 

We leern frf>iB his own lips how much he 
lovtd and cared for his chllilrt n, while living, 
how terderly, and alas! how Incotsolably he 
p lu d for thi-w when they were dead. Wo 
gi.therfrr,m bis own word* how mu’h he trust- 
ed and how much he distrusted his wife. We 
Isarn somewhat of the oceaxions and the Issue 
of family quarrels among the R-rman arlstocra- 
cv. We Icam how much it cost of labor and 
painstaking to be a successful orator and polit- 
ical leader in Rome. We find out what was the 
standard of honor and integrity among public 
.men. We lem also how much a man might 
rely on bis friends or hL* country, on his phllos- 
o:'bv or hU faiUi in dark hours, aud amid lail- 
irg fortrne.s. 

Shc-nld it be sngeested that It is scarcely fa'r 
to laiJe tbe icL(r and individa*d life of one man 
as a sample for all the men of his time, or that 
we have no right to judge of ail the Romans 
by tbe incidents! coLfesdions of Cicero concem- 
iuK hiiTFeif, w( wouid reply that Cicero doas 
Lot merely spesK for himself, but for all his co- 
Umporarie*. Ea everywhere assumes that he 
and his wife an! daughter are as pure, as loving, 
a* seif suetaired. as noble as disliiterested, as 
telievlrg. and »s hopefnl as the best Romans 
of h's time. We are jns'.ifled in taking what 
be save of hiraielf as true of the best men of 
Lis gem-ration. 

• . This lead* ns natnrallv to tb* obtervation. 
that we. lau bo!vrst'tnd the morals aud religloi: 
of the ancicEt world far more juuly in Uce 
Cfystban itwas poBtlbleto do before. Gr«jat 

• iversity and great vagnenesss of opinion 
have pri-yailed in regard to what i* a 
Jnst jndgemtnt iu rrgard to both. That 
the great nia8.“es of men in ci'.les in- 
dilgrd in debasing corruption, and c -mmitted 
('Utragtons crimes is conceded by all. Many 
drrsro, however, that the dwellers in the coun- 
try lived pnreand peacfful lives, in the golden 
days of Arcadian or Etruscan simplicity. Or if 
tbe question is given up a* to the virtue and 
piety of tbe common people, the fine sentU 
njenfs. the honorable principles, and the lofty 
patrioti.-^m of the great thinkers and writers, 
wiih their just and deep thought* concerning 
tbe human conscience and the divine govern 
ment, are appealed to, as proving beyond ail 
doubt or denial that the human soul can reach 
the highest attainments without tbe light and 
power of tbe Christian faith. As soon, how- 
ever, a* it Is i< tiled, that whatever we are to 
learn ccncerning the ancient* is not what they 
said, but what they did, not what they imagined 
and aspired after, what but tliev actually became, 
then tbrir moral and religious attainments can 
be justly eetlmated. 

Tbat we in tbeee days can do this to far bet- 
ter advantage than our predecessors, is evident 
frrm the considerations which have already 
tx-cn suggc'-ted. We look at the ancient* now 
as men, aa belorging to the same race with our- 
t< Ives, as having the same tempt.atl'ras. and ro- 
qniiing the same guidance and control from the 
c'iEB<-h-Eee within and from God above More 
over, wc ior-k into their own hearts, we study 
ibiclr con'e siiras cf weakners and fear. We do 
i r tso r>-neh value tbeir fine saviugs as we scru- 
liu'zc thrir actual aims and governing motives; 



we do not care so much fo !. now Clearo’* I ’e*’ 
ir.an or Idtal patriot, as depxteJ in hi* ethi -al 
treatises, as to learn the actual Cicen thit 
swell* and frets and pine* and aspirrgin bi* let- 
ters, these lelters eo fascinating aud vet str di-- 
iressirg, which open to ns at once the bon -st 
Bspiralior-s and the feeble attuiumerit*, the lofty 
imagiLings and the miserable rsalizatlorts of 
hnican natnre, when nnai^e! and uitconsdecl 
by the ('hristlan ffiUh 

We tut short, or rather .*nm ui), our rarnbling 
f s ay in the observation th -t the history an i 
Mograiiby cf the anr'.eDt wor'd which th(v-o 
Uu.es icinlre is dlftlnpui-he.1 be I wo chirac- 
tfrlstlc*. Jt must he severely critical in i'« 
staedards and jodgments of what !* true, a* 
distlngnisbtd from what isp.nre in vend >n’ or 
distorted exaggerstlon. Th-r trnth. wh-ra tesi»d 
snd proved, must be made ac'nal and living by 
a wi*e use of what may not inaptly be coil d 
tb* hist ric imagination. This imiginatlin, 
while it freely creates, dr.r-a n^t cr»-ate without 
uiuterial nor .arrange withont rea«on nn! rule.

A* w* turn over the pages of the fiscinaling 
biography which h.os suggested there thoughts, 
we occnslnnally notice th* dates which, for con- 
vfrtilcnci-, ar* t>lar-ed at the head of each of it* 
page*, and Indli-at* fho waning life of Cicero, a* 
also th* coming of 111 * most wonderful human 
la lng who ever lived upon the earth. On 
each of the pages, which dcscriha the agm- 
iziiig flight and the miserable death of Ih* 
gieat advocate and oratew of his tiuiA w* find 
is Irscrihr-d l.T B C. Id thU record there is the 
material for au argument which can neither be 
overlooked nor overthrown by any fair-minded 
sindent of those time*. Forty-three vcxrs and 
a little longer, and then were uttered, among 
the hills and along the lake* of alliile province 
far removed from llie Eiemal City, words of 
wi-drni, atd promises of comfort, concerning 
which a great etudent of philosophy aud his- 
tory alxiut four hundred rears afterward thus 
rccordf. "In (Tccro und PI ito, and other sim'- 
lar write's. I find many things that are vey 
a'’utily written, and scrao which excite a gentle 
glow of feeling, hut Eowhete this faying: 
Vome unto me, all to that lab'T and are h -»'y 
ii.den, atd I will give vo.i rest”’ Auyn*Uuo 
€•' nid r.ft r*'i-t th* fir>-e of this argument, 
wi.ich ma«ie him a Chri-lian believer. 

A lltlie more than a hundred years af'er tiie 
lttte*s of Cicero wore wri'tcn. there was :»n- 
• tbtr letter, writer at Rome— P.iul the Christian 
apofile. A* we cnmii-ire the scntlmonts au'l 
h' I'C* of the two, their views of this llte, with 
iis forrows and tii-iis, and of the n’xt life, with 
its terrors and Us hopes, there are striking dlf- 
frriEcts ditcerned which n quire s-jtue rational 
i-olnlion. 

With the belief that the li'e of Je*iis, as writ- 
ten hv John and Luke, is os worthy of credit a* 
the life of Cicero by Plutarch, the soluticn i* 
con i>lete. We can explain satisfactorily how it 
should happen, tiiat certain great changes took 
place in human thought ard fceliug, within the 
century after Cicero died. Wc can answer the 
•jUfslIon, Why was it that P*ul, in the vears 
fr m 40 to TO A. D., wrote letter* which a-e in 
such sii iking contrvt with the letters of 
Cicero? 

Moreover, on this enppoeitinn. and on this 
only, can we cvplain tbe power of th* new 
fai'h to survive the destruction of both Jeru*a- 
li m and Rome, to work ll.*olf clear of the enr- 
mptiODS and superstitions which the old P,-i- 
ganism and the old JudaUm had superinduced 
upon it, and to become the great transforming 
power of mo.iern society. 

The true historic spirit, th* more crUlcally it 
studios the life and times of Cicero, tha better 
sailsfied will it be tbat it is onlv by some Divine 
agercy that that new moral and religious life 
could have been introduced which so soon be- 
gan to leaven and to transform Roman socie.tv, 
and tbat it is only by the energj’ of a Divine 
person tbat the new spiritual kingdom coul! 
have b<-en sustaincff amid the c 'nvul^ion* ia 
which Roman society perished from ite own 
coMuplion*. 

The wisely instructed and Irnly phllosoph'c >1 
h'storic imagination delight* to recall and re- 
c'eate the life of that wonderful Piirsonage who 
walked eo sadly .' et serenely over the hiils of 
Pi’estlne, shortly after Cicero had tolled in 
Athens atd trinmpbed at Rome The aaiaa i 
imarinaticn, transformed into reverent faith, - 
beholds him raised from tha dead and ascended 
into heaven, henceforth to administer that king- 
dom over men, the preparation for which is the 
only explanation of the world’s history In the 
past, and the only security for man’s progress 
and tl e world’s welfare in the futnra I 
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to Gr^, and Ulark-Till# daily.
